Through a very good friend, Ray Hudson, who 
worked at the Sierra Madre Lumber Company, I was 
offered the chance to do odd jobs around the year, 
hoeing weeds, stacking lumber and unloading an oc¬ 
casional box car of bagged cement. 

It was bad enough to have to hoe weeds in the 
broiling sun, but at least the work was regular and the 
pay scale 50% more than what I was making at that 
time. And, despite the hard work for a nickel more 
an hour, it was a step up in my opinion and ten times 
better than the work that I did for little old ladies and 
their milk and cookies. 

When I finished hoeing weeds in every ccmceiy- 
able place under the hot sun, I was then assigned tl^ 
task of stacking lumber that came into the yard qn 
large trucks and trailers. Those enormous loads were 
unceremoniously dumped with a loud thump, some¬ 
times far removed from where the various dimensions 
were to be stacked in neat piles with dispatch, as the 
owner of the yard hated to see lumber anywhoe but 
where it belonged. 

Stacking lumber in the summer with temperatures 
well over a 100, was no picnic and hard on the hands, 
arms and back. Though advised to invest in a pair of 
leather gloves to avoid splinters, pitch and blisters, I 
politely declined on the premise that my hands were 
tough and that I could do better work without gloves.

Constitution Team Qualifies 
for State Finals

Arcadia High School 
students are known for 
quite a few things. Their 
athletic programs are 
strong, particularly both 
boys and girls soccer. The 
music program Is re¬ 
nowned, also. Periiaps the 
most dominant group on 
campus year in and year 
out, however, is the Con¬ 
stitution team, which has 
three State championships 
and a National title in the 
1990’s alone. 

Charged with coaching 
this All-Star squad is Ron 
Morris, in his 30th year as 
an instructor at Arcadia 
High School. The compe¬ 
titions, hosted by the Cen¬ 
ter for Civic Organization, 
began in 1987-88, to coin¬ 
cide with the bicentennial 
of the United States Con¬ 
stitution. Arcadia High 
School began participating 
in 1988-89, and quickly 
established itself as a force 
to be reckoned with, reach¬ 
ing the State finals in each 
year since they began 
competing. 

Since everyone jon thc^ 
team is a senior, the obvi¬ 
ous question for Morris is, 
how on earth do you field 
such a perennially strong 
team, when you lose the 
entire squad to graduation 
each year? Morris’ an¬ 
swer- “We have tremen¬ 
dous students here at 
Arcadia High School, and 
we also have great parents. 


The kids have fun, and 
many pass it along to their 
younger siblings. We have 
students who have waited 
four or five years to be on 
the team.” 

The students progress 
through mock Congres¬ 
sional hearings in five dif¬ 
ferent areas pertaining to 
the Constitution, including 
Philosophical and Histori¬ 
cal Foundations of the 
American Political Sys¬ 
tem, Creation of the Con¬ 
stitution, Values and Prin¬ 
ciples of the American 
System, Develc^ment and 
Expansion of the Protec¬ 
tions of the Bill of Rights, 
Rights Protected by the 
Bill of Rights, and The 
Role of the Citizen in 
American Democracy. 

Students on the team 
get to address such light 
questions as “How might 
classical r^niblicans have 
viewed the ‘state of nature’ 
of the natural rights phi¬ 
losophers?” “Did the ma¬ 
jor disagreements of the 
framers ctf the (Constitution 
reflect differences of opin¬ 
ion about principle, (x eco¬ 
nomic and regional self- 
interest?’ and my personal 
favorite, “What are the ca¬ 
pabilities and limitations 
of resolving such divisive 
issues (as slavery and 
abortion) by Constitu- 
ticmal means?’ 

The 28 team members 
have also been very well 
prepared, Morris notes,

Great Train Rid 
Of Yesterday 


I was lucky to have a father who was a railroad 
man and to be bom and grow up near the railroad 
tracks. Early in life I knew die acrid smell of coal 
snxdce, the soft, sweet wetness of steam, and the 
whisde and bell on the locomotive made music for 
myears. The only trains I rode early in my life was 
when I rode the litde three car train to Grandma 
Richardson’s each summer. 

In 1922,1 came out west in a Pullman car in a 
train called "The Navajo”. It was one of five dai¬ 
ly trains the Santa Fe operated between Chicago 
and Los Angeles. On a blistering hot August day 
we stopped in Gallup, New Mexico for lunch. 
There was no air conditioning in those days so the 
cars were like ovens. All die passengers make a 
dash for the restaurant which was one of die fa¬ 
mous Fred Harvey Houses. We knew there would 
be food and drink and it would certainly be cooler 
than the Pullmans. But I never got it An arm shot 
out and barred my way and the doorman said, 
"Coats are required in the dining room.” This, 
mind you, was in Gallup. I went back to the Pull¬ 
man hungry, thirsty and very angry. For some 
reason I never cared much for Gallup, New Mex¬ 
ico. 

The next twenty-five years I did no train riding 
because I was busy woridng and getting estab¬ 
lished, getting married and building a home. In 
1948, with the Depression and World War behind 
us, Pluma, my wife and I began a series of train 
rides that was to last ova* twenty years. Thesetrain 
rides were really our vacation. We saved money 
so that we could ride in the best accommodations 
that the train had. 

One autumn afternoon we boarded the Union 
Pacific’s City of Los Angeles and headed for Chi¬ 
cago. It was dusk before the train leveled out on 
the desert after climbing out of the Cajon Pass. We 
went to the dining car, anticipating die fine dinner 
we knew we would have. Our waiter escorted us 
to our table and I noticed cm my right was a gray¬ 
haired, middle-aged gendeman dining alone. 

The waiter held his menu close to his face and 
whispered, "His name is Vanderbilt and he’s worth 
one-hundred million dollars!” 

On my left were two ladies, apparendy return¬ 
ing from a Religious Convention. They were so 
busy telling each other the great deeds they had 
done all their lives, they scarcely had rime to eat 
One of the ladies was from Texas, which she pro¬ 
nounced ‘Take-zus”.

Dinner over, we went back to our Pullman and 
I did what I always did at night in a Pullman Com¬ 
partment I made myselfcomfortable with pillows 
and then watched th^ night world go by. There 
were the lights on fhe highway and occasional stops 
at depots and there would be people going back and 
forth between the depot and the cars. Our train 
made Salt Lake City in the morning but we waited 
until the train was almost into Wyoming before we 
went to the dining car for Ineakfast Mr. Vander¬ 
bilt was not there, nor were the two sanctified la¬ 
dies. Overnight they had probably been wafted 
into heaven and were not fluttering over the great 
state of ‘Take-zus”. All day the train raced over 
the prairies of Wyoming. We crossed the Conti¬ 
nental Divide and began the slow descent that 
would continue on until we came to the Mississif^ 
River. 

Breakfast (Hi the second day found us in East¬ 
ern Iowa and the scenery was autumn al its best 
We crossed the Mississippi River and the train 
began its final leg of the journey across the state 
of Illinois. Just after noon the skyscrapers of Chi¬ 
cago came into view and the train slowed down as 
it wound through this vast networir. of rails and 
switches in the railroad yard. Then with a sign of 
the air brakes the train came to a stop under the cav¬ 
ernous train shed of the depot We were in "Chi¬ 
cago, Chicago, that toddling town”. We had once 
more enjoyed a great train ride, beautiful scenery, 
gourmet food and in:q)eccable service. We had a 
narrow escape from great wealth and high level 
piety and got through without a scratch. We were 
in the windy city on the shore of the blue Lake 
Michigan and it was time to have fun.

The 
price you ask - it is well within your means because all 
you have to do is accept His Son as your personal Lord 
and Savior. Now is that too much to ask? ^o this 
Christmas let Christ disrupt your life if He hasn’t done 
ro already.
